VATICAN CITY (CPI) — Pope John XXIII rallied 
weakly today from exhaustion after a night of internal 
hemorrhaging and painful nausea. 


An early afternoon Vatican bul­ 
letin reported a “distinct improve­ 
ment’* in the Pope’s condition at 
IO a.m. <5 a.m. EDT), but in­ 
formed sources emphasized that 
the outlook remained grave. 


Responsible Vatican sources in­ 
dicated that the last 24 hours al­ 
most proved fatal for the 81-year- 
old pontiff who is suffering from 
a stomach tumor that may be 
cancerous. 


At 1:45 a m. Prof. Pietro Maz- 
zoni, one of the team of doctors 
in attendance, called for addi­ 
tional help and equipment. A few 
minutes later five cars s p e d 
through the Vatican gates, t h e 
sources said.

In addition to salaries, increased 
outlays were included for text 
books and teaching supplies, and 
transportation. 
Additional money was also need 
ed to open the new Eleanor 
Roosevelt Elementary School and 
for a newly instituted major medi 
cal insurance policy for all full 
time employes. 
The big slash, helping to offset 
some of the increases, came with 
rood services. The board lopped 
! 125,185 off of last year’s outlays. 
Salaries and fixed expenses— 
retirement, social security, insur 
anc©—account for 77 per cent of 
the budget. 
New Salary Guides 
Under new salary guides, addi 
tional money was alloted in the 
budget for instructional personne 
—principals, supervisors of in 
struction, 
teachers, 
librarians 
guidance personnel and clericla 
and other non-professional person 
nel. The average teacher’s salary 
exit year will be $6,649 as com 
pared to $6,319 last year. 
The new salary guide for ad 
ministrators came too late to be 
put into effect next year. How­ 
ever, all administrators will get 
an across-the-board five per cent 
increase. The new guide grants 
increases on merit and other re 
lated factors and not automatic 
ally. 
Ail health service personnel will 
get 
increases. 
These 
include 
school physicians, nurses, dentists, 
and clerical persons. 
Additional Money 
Additional money was put in the 
budget for salaries of non-instruc­ 
tion personnel icluding transpor­ 
tation supervisors, bus drivers, 
and maintenance personnel. 
Under terms of the new major 
medical policy, the joint district 
agreed to pay 50 par cent of all 
costs. Board members allotted 
$18,000 in the budget for this 
purpose. 
The biggest slash in food ser­ 
vices involves salaries and con­ 
tracted services. The board allot­ 
ted $3,000 to provide meals for 
undernourished children. 
Over $25,000 was put in the 
budget to pay for installation of 
sewers in newly sewered areas.
